Five laughing little kids crossed 
their Batman sweatshirts at the 
heart and belted out a loud “My 
Country ‘Tis of Thee.”’ Across the 
street one of the 10,000 marchers 
in the Walk for Development was 
carrying an American flag with a 
peace symbol instead of stars 

The march was to raise money 
for the Freedom From Hunger 
Foundation and each of the 
marchers was sponsored by the 
mile. So if you made it the entire 
32-mile route, a $05 per mile 
pledge nets $1.60 

This reporter was doubling as a 
Red Cross aide. That means, | 
rode ina car, passed out band-aids 
or footpowder, and wore a real 
official looking Red Cross arm 
band. (Which was neat, because 
everybody kept asking me for 
medica! advice.) But looking so 
official also meant when 
something went wrong, they 
called me. So the case was with an 
irate housewite, whose front lawn 
was being trod asunder by those 
blistered marching feet 

“Who's responsible for this?!! 
When these kids get through there 
won't be one blade of my grass 
left living!’ Because a lot of 
walkers were listening to KROY 
which was featuring reports on 
the walk, the lady somehow got

The unsung heroes of the walk 
were the last walkers. Most had 
been left behind by friends, who 
preferred to run ahead. The 
people passing out drinks had also 
gone in by the time they reached 
them. So these few trudged ever 
onward with no mass of fellow 
walkers to encourage them or 
curious on-lookers to witness their 
sacrifice. Three of these stragglers 
had teamed up; two girls, about 
14 and another girl about18. “I’m 
going all the way!”’ the youngest 
girl enthusiastically as she checked 
her painful sunburn. The older gir! 
was a bit more realistic, “Last 
year | only made 20 miles, so I 
won't say I'l) make it. I'll just go 
til l drop.” 
There was a camaradarie among 
the walkers, not unlike that 
experienced waiting in line at 







registration. One of the kids 
nudged me and asked me what the 
ambulance was for, it was a 
hearse. Behind me a group of girls 
had gotten down to seven bottles 
of beer on the wall 

Most of the marchers were 
teenaged girls, although every 
group in Sacramento from the 
Scouts to the clergy to one Nazi 
was represented. I don’t know if 
he was a real Nazi, although he 
had a swastika arm band on’a 
scary leather jacket 

What made the March real and 
not just a game was the pain. 
Laughing jokesters who began 
were sobered to the seriousness of 
the march by the fifteenth mile. 
The poverty they passed and the 
heat heightened the reality. The 
ideal of a March for Hunger gave

way to real blisters, teat and 
blood. Thoge who finished felt the 
satisfaction of accomplishment. 
Those who couldn’t although 
disappointed, perhaps felt their 
commitment to the hungry had 
not ended with the march. A 
feeling less accessible to those 
overjoyed at finishing. 

When the march ended, the job 
done, most marchers treated their 
wounded feet, then fought hunger 
again by chugalugging an Orange 
Julius or devouring a mama 
burger

any clue whatsoever as an explanation for rejecting a request. The draft 
laws do not specifically require boards to give an explanation for thei 
decisions 

Thus, a registrant is left entirely in the dark. He has presented his 
evidence only to have his claim rejected without explanation. Appealing 
from the rejection becomes an exercise in futility: The registrant has n 
idea why his claim was rejected, thus, he ts incapable of exercising 
intelligently his right to submit a written argument to the appeal board 
Though the rules vary among the federal judicial districts, a general 
judicial trend is forming: The reason for rejecting a classification 
request must appear in writing somewhere in a registrant's tile it cun 
not exist purely in the minds of the board members 

Now, a claim can be rejected because the registrant has failed to make 
yut a strong enough case. If this is clear from the file, no explanatio 
need be provided by the board. The fact that the registrant has not met 
the requirements will be evident by reading the material in the fil 
presented by the registrant. For example, if a registrant requests the 


sole surviving son exemption, and his file indicates that he has a living 


brother, the board need not explain why his claim was rejected 


However, if the reason for rejecting the claim is not evident from 
written information in the file, the board must state its reasons for 
rejecting the claim. The case of United States vs. Abbott a good 


example of how this rule operates. Abbott sought the CO. excmption 
but his request was denied. He was ordered for induction, re 
was prosecuted 

When Abbott made his request for C.O. status he was inte 
his local board. The file indicated that Abbott had made out a legally 
sufficient case of conscientious Opposition to participating in war in 
any form by reason of his religious training and belief. The only 
question was whether he was sincere. At the trial it came out that the 
board members had found Abbott to be insincere at his interview. This 
conclusion, however, and the reasoning behind it, were never recorded 
in the file 

The Court recognized that “a local board may find that an applicant 
lacks sincerity in his behefs his demeanor demonstrates a 
shiftiness or evasive attitude which would substantiate unreliability.” 
However—and this is the key point-—the Court added: “[I]t 1s 
uniformly held that a mere disbelief is not sufficient support for 
{rejection of a C.O. claim] without affirmative 
evidence Fundamental due process requires that the defendant be 
entitled to either know or be able to infer from the file itself the basis 
for the rejection of a conscientious objector claim.” 

Therefore, if your claim for a deferment or exemption ts rejected, the 
reason must be somewhere in the file. A competent draft 
attorney can, therefore, tell by looking at the file whether the board 
has acted unlawfully. The mere statement that a registrant was insincere 
is not enough; the board must explain why they came to that 
conclusion and this explanation must be in writing in the file 

Of course, boards can be expected to create standard rejection phrase 
which they will tack onto each file. This ruse has occurred already in at 
least one case. But a conscientious draft counselor can often detect 
such procedures 

If you feel you have made out a sufficient case for any deferment 
exemption and your claim 1s denied, get a copy of your file and bring it 
to a draft counselor or attorney. Boards are not free to reject claims 
without explanation. And very often when an explanation is forced out 
into the open, it will not withstand the scrutiny of a court

Phe other problem area was reflected by a student 
who was allocated Work Study funds in an amount 
sufficient for her to live on. But her hourly wage was 


so low that she couldn't earn her whole allocation in 


the hours (fifteen a week during school, forty a week 
during vacations) permitted her. This problem was 
dealt with by the Financial Aids Subcommittee (set 
up last year to make policy for Financial Aids), which 
passed a ruling that hourly wages should be 
determined individually so each student can work 
his/her total allocation 

Request change in policy regarding physical plant 
was one of the most truly democratic areas in which 
the Ombudsman could make the needs of the people 
known to the administrators who decide about the 
physical setting in which all of us work together. In 
each case taken to administrators, recommendations 
for improvement were implemented. Examples 

Problem: A student foresaw that drain pipes would 
be needed at the entrance and exit to the Guy West 
footbridge to keep bicycles from getting stuck in mud

Registration Problems

number of students affected who never come into the 
Ombudsman’'s office. As long as the State 
administration and Legislature continue the trend of 
not giving the colleges enough money to teach all the 
people that want to learn, this problem cannot be 
resolved. The Ombudsman could only try to work 
yut individual partial solutions. The true remedy to 
the problem lies tin the hands of the 
purse-strings-holding Governor and/or Legislature

2. Complaint against Personnel! Policy 

i. Salary: Two complaints were received in this area 
One, a misunderstanding of the standard raise 
periods, was cleared up. The second was a long 
truggle to get an appropriate salary for a woman who 
took over the full business management of an area, as 
Executive Secretary, and who was not being paid in 
accordance with her increased responsibilities. The 
long negotiations finally resulted in a fairly 
satisfactory compromise 

b. Complaint against personnel policy —personel 
habits: The two complaints here were about hair 
Two workers, one with long hair, the other with a 
beard, were led by their supervisors to believe that, if 
they didn’t cut hair and beard, their job opportunities 
would be limited at SSC. The Ombudsman scheduled 
4 meeting between the two supervisors and the two 
workers, at which time the top supervisor, at the 
Ombudsman’'s request, made it very clear that his 
view of the employees’ appearance was his own, 
didn’t reflect college policy, and would not in any 
way affect their jobs

The Ombudsman’s office exists to make the system 
more responsive to the individual's needs, to 
represent his/her grievances, to assist in getting 
individual suggestions implemented, etc. And one 
Ombudsman, with one graduate assistant and one 
secretary, is responsible for all ihe individuals on this 
campus! So, almost all of the office's energies are tied 
up in getting satisfaction for the individual. In 
instances where individual complaints begin to form 
patterns indicating problem areas (like specific 
policies), there is neither time nor the resources for 
the office to make full investigations, to come uy 
with recommendations for change and to work to 
implement the recommendations, without 
short-changing the individual plaintiffs. One possible 
way to ensure that this function of the office is 
preserved would be to hire a group of Work Study 
students and graduate assistants to work like “Nader's 
Raiders”, investigating problem areas and making 
recommendations. 

But whatever method is used to enable the office to 
implement changes found necessary by the individual 
problems that come into the office, that method will 
require a larger staff. And it is ultimately essential 
that the Ombudsman's office deal with both 
individual complaints and the larger problem areas 
these individual complaints reflect or the office will 
be elitist and a reactionary force on campus. How to 
enlarge the staff, while guarding against its becoming 
a burcaucracy, must be carefully worked out, too
